Fat cows 
were probably the strongest sellers, 
and we topped the market on Friday 
at $9.75 with the most of the good ones 
bringing $9.00 to $9.50. Good mediums 
$8.25 to $8.75 and common $7.00 to 
$8.00. A brisk demand for canners 
and cutters resulted in everything 
being cleaned up at from $4.50 to $6.50. 
We sold one choice bull at $8.10, with 
the majority of the best at $7.75 to 
$8.00. Medium bulls $6.50 to $7.50. 
The enquiries for stockers continues 
strong and the supply coming for- 
ward does not.meet the demand. Good 
yearling and 2-year old steers 700 to 
900 lba. would -bring $8.50 to $9.00, 
while some of the choice classes of 
yearling heifers have changed hands 
at $60.00 to $65.00, with 2-year olds 
at $70.00 to $75.00. Calves are high, 
45.00 being paid for some of the best, 
with commoner kinds at $37.00 to 
$40.00. Top price on cattle a year

HETMAN OF DON COSSACKS 

COMMITS SUICIDE AT HIS 
HEADQUARTERS. 


Petrograd, Feb. 19.—General Kale- 
dines, hetman of the Don Cossacks, 
committed suicide at Novo Tcher- 
kask, headquarters of the Don Cos- 
sacks, during a session of the Novo 
Tcherkask government, which he at- 
tended. The government decided to 
resign and transfer its power to the 
local workmen's and soldiers’ council. 
After the decision General Kaledines 
went to an adjoining room and shot 
himself. 

General Nazaroff, who. succeeded 
General Kaledines as leader of the 
Don Cossacks, ordered the immediate 
mobilization and arming of all Cos- 
sacks to fight the Bolsheviki troops 
advancing toward Novo Tcherkask. 

As leader of the Don Cossacks 
General Kaledines was opposed to the 
Bolshevili, and he was leader of the 


_| counter-revolt against tire Bolsheviki 


early last December. On January 1 
the republic of the Don was declared, 
with General Kaledines as president 
and prime minister.

German Troops Have “Crossed Dvina 


River, 
Provinces 


With Russia inthe grip of inter- 
necine strife and her battleline de-

The fighting is described as having 
been of an extremely sanguinary char- 
acter, 4,400 persons having been killed 
and 7,000 wounded. Great destruction 
was wrought in the town by shells 
and explosives dropped by aviators.

Berlin, Feb. 18. (Via London).—Op- 
erations have been resumed on the 
Russian front. The Germans have 
crossed the Dvina.

WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


THE sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years old, who was 
at the commencement of the present 
war, and has since continued to be, a 
British subject or a subject of an 
allied or neutral country, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch- 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant must ap- 
pear in person at Dominion Lands 
Agency or sub-Agency for District. 
Entry by proxy may be made on cer- 
tain conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence upon and cultivation of land 
in each of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
may secure an adjoining quarter sec- 
tion as pre-emption. Price $3.00 per 
acre. Duties—Reside six months in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent and cultivate 50 
acres extra. May obtain pre-emption 
patent as soon as homestead patent on 
certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining his home- 
stead ‘patent, if he cannot secure a 
pre-emption, may take a _ purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 
acres, and erect a house worth $300.00. 

Holders of entries may count time 
of employment as farm laborers in 
Canada during 1917, as residence du- 
t‘es under certain conditions. 


When Dominion Lands are advert- 
ised or posted for entry, returned 
soldiers who have served’ overseas 


and have been honorably discharged 

receive one day priority in applying 

for entry at local Agent’s Office (but 

not sub-Agency). Discharge papers 
must be presented to Agent.

. GERMAN SPIES 


It is extremely difficult to form a 
correct judgment concerning the 
German spy peril {n the United States 
and also in Canada. This is because 
those branches of the public service 
that are supposed to know all about 
the German system of espionage do 
not advertise, and also because by 
no means every detected German spy 
is publicly tried. Public opinion on 
the subject, uninformed for the reas- 
ons given, is about equally divided 
between those who believe that every 
German and Austrian in the United 
States is a spy, as well as a host of 
others who are not Teuton by birth, 
and those who think there are a few 
if any German spies in the country, 
and that their activities are merely 
“newspaper talk.” An officer of the 
American Intelligence service writes 
in the Louisville Courier-Journal to the 
effect that “embedded deep in the in- 
tricate muscular system of the United 
States army, its roots stretching far 
underneath the surface, Germany's 
spy system—a malignant growth—is 
being slowly cut to pieces.” 

He says that for many years before 
the war began Germany had a con- 
siderable number of spies in the 
United States whose business it was 
to find out two or three important 
military secrets in the possession of 
the United States army. Contempt- 
ible though this army was in German 
eyes, because of its small numbers, 
Germany did not overlook the possi- 
bility of the nation, so famed for its 
inventors, having made a couple of 
discoveries that might be of tremend- 
ous military consequence. It was 
known, for example, that there were 
at least. two secrets of first rate im- 
portance. It was believed that the 
American Coast Artillery Corps had 
evolved a system of gunnery which 
surpassed anything that a European 
coast could show. To find out just 
what this system consisted of was an 
object of much interest to the German 
government, and spies toiled long on 
the job, but, so far as is known, with 
no success. 

Moreover, the American Coast Ar- 
tillery corps was the sole possessor 
of the formula of dunnite, one of the 
most powerful of explosives, and one 
of the safest to handle. On several 
occasions Germans enlisted in the 
Coast Artillery. One of them, an 
Austrian of noble birth, came to the 
United States a couple of years before 
the beginning of the war and enlisted 
as a coast artilleryman. He had been 
a lieutenant in the Austrian army, 
and was a man of fine education and 
agreeable manners. He spoke Eng- 
lish without an accent, and was so 
keen that he was advanced in rank 
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ULTIMATUM TO” 
' RUMANIA DELIVERED 


Amsterdam, Feb. 13—The_ Berlin 
Tageblatt says that the central pow- 
ers have addressed a demand to Ru- 
mania to enter peace negotiations, 
and requested an answer by this:even- 
ing. The newspaper says the demand 
did not take the form of an ultimatum 
with an inherent threat. 

Field Marshal von Mackensen, says 
a Berlin semt-official telegram, is ne- 
gotiating with the Rumanian army 
command regarding the continuation 
of the armistice. It is necessary to 
clear up the armistice question, says 
the message, owing to the present re- 
lations between the Ukraine and Ru- 
mania. It denies that Germany has 
issued any ultimatum to Rumania.- 

Late last week some of the German 
newspapers printed reports that Field 
Marshal Mackensen had sent an ulti- 
matum to Rumania on Feb. 6th, de- 
manding that peace negotiations be 
begun within four days.

Principal’s Report 

Principal Locke presented the fol- 
lowing report for January: 

All the schools were open for the 21 
teaching days. The total registration 
in all schools was 661, as compared 
with 525 for December and 530 for Jan- 
uary, 1917. It may be interesting to 
note that last month we had the high- 
est registration since May, 1915; while 
the High School, with 112, the highest 
since November 1915. The Nelson 
shields were awarded to Mrs. McKay's 
room for the Intermediate, with a per- 
centage of 90.7, and to Miss Nurcombe's 
room for the Primary with a percent- 
age of 88.3. The average percentage 
was 83.79. The figures are low for the 
month, due chiefly to the epidemic of 
chicken-pox. 

Because of the fact that our Primary 
teachers are handling as many pupils 
as the rooms will accommodate, and 
sometimes more, I would recommend 
that no beginners be admitted this 
year at Easter time, or‘at any time 
from now until June, 

The Medical Inspection was com- 
pleted by Dr. Sewell last month, and 
cards will be issued to all parents con- 
cerned. Some pupils missed the ex- 
amination by being absent. 

Seven cases of corporal punishment 
were reported. 

The Board had a preliminary dis- 
cussion over further school accommo- 
dation, which seemed to be confronting 
the Board next September. :

Toronto, Feb. 14—At the C.N.R. 
arbitration this morning Chief Justice 
Harris sought to bring to a speedy 
conclusion the expert evidence on de- 
preciation, but Pearce Butler ‘tor 
Mackenzie and Mann, objected, and 
Sir William Meredith declared it was 
the policy of the board that nothing 
should be excluded. 


Mr. Coverdale, the New York ad- 
viser on railway organization, was 
again on the stand. He went over 
the immediate requirements of the 
C.N.R. as regards equipment at the 
time of the Loomis-Platten report of 
1916. That report estimated that 
$50,000,000 was needed to be spent on 
rolling stock at the prices which pre- 
vailed at that date, to enable the 
C.N.R. to handle business which it 
had to turn away. He also went over 
& programme of the next five years’ 
requirements. The road will need the 
expenditure of something over a mil-

RICE AS HE SLEPT 


FORMER. BRITISH AMBASSADOR 
TO WASHINGTON PASSES !N 
HIS SLEEP. 


Ottawa, Feb. 13,—Sir Cecil Spring- 
Rice, former British Ambassador tothe 
United States, died this morning at 
1 o'clock, of heart failure, at Govern- 
ment House. Lady Spring-Rice and 
his son and daughter, Betty and 
Anthony, aged 11 and 9 respectively, 
were with him. 

The former envoy died peacefully 


in his sleep. 

Sir Cecil Arthur Spring - Rice, 
K.C.M.G., G.C.V.O., British Ambassa- 
dor to the United States since 1912, 
recently retired, was born February 
27, 1859. He was the second son of 
Hon. C. Spring-Rice, and married, in 
1904, Florence, daughter of Right Hon. 
Sir Frank Lascelles. Sir Cecil began 
his diplomatic career as a clerk in the 
foreign offices; later was assist- 
ant private secretary to Earl Gran- 
ville. He was then sent to Brussels, 
as secretary, then Washington, Tokio, 
Berlin and Constantinople, and became 
charge d'affaires at Teheran in 1900. 
From there he was sent to Cafro in 
1901 as British commissioner of pub- 
lic debt. From 1903 to 1905 he was 
first secretary of the embassy at Pet- 
rograd, and in 1906 was appointed 
minister and consul general to Persia, 
which post he held until 1908, when he 
was transferred to Sweden os minis- 
ter, which ministry he held till 1912, 
when he was promoted to the United 
States ambassadorship.

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ALBERTA’S CLIMATE. 


The development of any country de- 
pends upon climate, and a description 
of the climate of Alberta is doubly 
necessary because it has unwittingly 
been misrepresented and depreciated 
in the early literature of Canada, and 
especially in the English literature of 
the first half of thenineteenth century. 
Canada was the home of the rich fur 
trade, and men, associating warm furs 
with snows and frozen seas, regarded 
this country as a rim of ice on the 
Arctic ocean. As a matter of fact, the 
home of the fur-bearing animals, the 
seal and the Arctic fox, is as far away 
from the wheat fields of Alberta, as it 
is from the capitals of France, Ger- 
many or England. All these false 
notions were dispelled when the Can- 
adian government sent out its explor- 
ers. and surveyors to take possession 
of the land. One may search the offi- 
cial records from end to end, and noth- 
ing will be found but appreciation of 
the climate, agricultural resources, 
and future of the “Great North-West.” 
‘When it is known that the Indians for 
ages lived on the plains of the Sask- 
atchewan and the Athabaska in skin 
tepees and wintered their horses on 
the natural grass without shelter, the 
conclusion is patent that Alberta's 
climate is a strong attraction to the 
settler and favorable for agriculture. 

The peculiarities of the climate of 
Alberta are due to the physical feat- 
ures of the North American continent. 
Climate is not wholly due, as most 
people suppose, to latitude. Altitude, 
movntains and wind currents from 
land and sea are important and deter- 
mining factors. Prof. Macoon, of the 
Canadian Geological Survey, has 
pointed out that the high and arid 
plains of the Great American Desert 
comprising at least 500,000 square 
miles and elevated 6,000 feet above 
the sea have a beneficently modifying 
influence on the climate of the whole 
prairie region northward even as far 
as the Arctic circle. 
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A TWO-EDGED WEAPON. 


Germany’s peace manceuvres are 
no. proving entirely satisfactory to 
their authors. They have been met 
in the Allied countries, says the Mani- 
toba Free Press, with a coolness 
which must have been somewhat dis- 
concerting to their War Lords, who 
have all along found it hard to realize 
that their opponents cannot recognize 
the existence of the victory which 
they themselves are never tired of pro 
claiming. Meanwhile the longing for 
peace in the Central Empires is not 
growing less. The people are snatch- 
ing at every hope of peace and will 
not always be satisfied to snatch at 
unsubstantial straws. 

The reception given to Mr. Lloyd 


George’s speech by the press of the 
Fatherland evinces a temper com- 
posed almost equally of chagrin at 
its determined tone and of braggadoc- 
cio. Thus the Berlin Lokal-Anzeiger: 


“The British Prime Minister is 
vying with Wilson in_ forceful lan- 
guago, and their ideas are so com- 
pletely in accord that it is difficult to 
tell one from the other. ‘Victory first, 
negotiations afterward,’is their motto; 
they know no middle way. With us {t 
is just the contrary Some of us ars 
jJonging for a middle way of concilia- 
tion, and they are anxious that the 
enemy should not feel the heavy han 
of the victor. 

“Even the prosnect of prolonging 
the war for years does not frighten 
Lloyd George. . We only ask how long 
the ‘busy minorities’ which he deplore3 
20 impressively will leave Lim a free 
hand in his pecuijar bridge-building 
task. To bait Russia onc? more be 
wiil find very difficult, and Italy will 
feel her defeat no less intently be- 
cause the English Prime Minister has 
the kindness to call it only a passing 
nisfortun. 

“We, too, believe that the present 
hour is not a happy one for the En- 
tente, and our leading generals will 
take care it does not improve in 1918. 
Then England will probably reconsider 
the question of a premature peace,and 
perhaps look at it more closely than 
Lloyd George ‘has been pleased to do 
until now.”

AN ASTONISHING CAREER. 


Toronto News.—Thirty nine years 
ago a boy was born in a poor Canedian 
Manse. His upbringing was _ frugal. 
Of Scottish parentage, he was discip- 
lined in thrift and given a good edu- 
cation. When he got out into the 
world he began to show unusual 
shrewdness in business and remark- 
able skill in the handling of men. In 
a few short years he acquired consid- 
erable wealth, and then sought a 
wider field for his ambition. Going to 
England he entered politics and cap- 
tured a difficult seat for the Unionist 
party. He was knighted at the age of 
32, and at 37 became a peer of the 
realm. Today it is announced that he 
has been sworn in as a member cf 
Lloyd George’s government. 

The hero of this story is Max Ait- 
ken, later Sir William Maxwell Aitken, 
and now Lord Beaverbrook. As suc- 
cessor to Sir Edward Carson in the 
British Administration he is to have 
charge of British propaganda. No 
more important task could be assigned 
to anyone. It calls for a wide instinct- 
ive knowledge regarding the best 
means of supporting Ally morale and 
of breaking down enemy morale. 
Beaverbrook is to be the publicity 
agent of the British Empire. He is 
to counteract the evil propaganda con- 
stantly carried on by the Central 
Powers all over the world. He is to 
make British ideals understood of 
others. He has not been pitchforked 
into this high and responsible office. 
He would not have been chosen for 
it had he not shown capacity of a very 
unusual order. His strong personality 
seems to have made him an important 
factor in British affairs ever since the 
war began. 

He is widely credited with being the 
man who drew Mr. Lloyd George and 
Mr. Bonar Law into co-operation, and 
s0 made possible the formation of the 
present War Cabinet. Why is it that 
the young Canadian who has won his 
way in such an amazing manner from 
very small beginnings is continually 
followed by the sneers of Canadian 
newspapers? The fact that he has ac- 
cepted an hereditary title should not 
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blind us to Aitken’s ability. His rapid 


ascent is proof of England’s boast that 
the poorest child may climb to the top- 
most place in the gift of the nation. 
If we find satisfaction in, eulogies of 
Mr. Lloyd George, who was a_ shoe- 
maker's foster son, and of General 
Smuts, who was a South African Boer, 
why should we decry their youthful 
Canadian associate? What is the mo- 
tive of those who decry him? Is it 
the petty jealousy of the vHlage lout 
who says, “Why I used to play with 
Max Aitken, he cannot amount to 
anything?”

C. W. Hamilton asked permission 
to erect a small building, 8ft.

Gin., north of J. Lowe's store to 
be used as a pop corn exhibit build- 
ing. 

Referred to Commissioners and fire 
chief to report on. 

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 

The Commissioners brought in the 
following report 

The Committee consisting of the 
Commissioners, Dr. George, M.H.O., 
and R. G. Dawe, City Engineer, ap- 
pointed at the last Council meeting 
to investigate and report on the re- 
quest of the Red Deer Creamery for 
permission to keep hogs near their 
creamery, met Mr. Neilson, the local 
manager, and inspected the grounds 
on February 1st. As _ the surface 
drainage could not be determined at 
present, at the suggestion of Mr. 
Neilson it was decided to leave the 
question in abeyance until the snow 
goes off, when the drainage can be 
ascertained exactly. This is satis- 
factory to Mr. Neilson. 

The tax notices were all mailed by 
Feb. 8th, and the taxes are coming in 
daily in fair amounts. 

The Cty auditors have completed 
the audit for the year 1917. Their 
report is submitted herewith, and we 
believe will be found satisfactor. We 
recommend that the City solicitors be 
instructed to take immediate legal 
proceedings to secure from the Cal- 
gary and Edmonton Townsite Co., a 
satisfactory transfer to the Skating 
Ring site, or a return of the money 
paid for it, with interst. 

The connection of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company’s water main 
with the City main has been made, and 
a meter installed. So far no water 
has been supplied to the Company. A 
leak was located on 5th Street North 
and repaired. Only two sewer ser- 
vices have been reported frozen up 
so far, and these have been thawed 
out. There has been no trouble with 
the intake or mains during the winter 
nor with any of the sewers or sewer 
outlet. 

John Perrie, Deputy Minister of 
Municipal Affairs, called at the office 
on Jan. 31st. Alderman Galbraith and 
Commissioner Stephenson discussed 
municipal matters with him and point- 
ed out to him some legislation we 
wished whereby the procedure of get- 
ting tax sales confirmed could be sim- 
plified. 

Foreman Jones is preparing to flush 
the sewer on Gaetz Ave. in the low 
place where it has frozen up in pre- 
vious years, and is getting the steam 
boiler ready for thawing out catch 
basins. 

We submit for your consideration the 
following by-laws: 

To hold an election to fill the un- 
expired term of office of Councillor 
George H. Harvey, deceased. 

To appoint an auditor for 1918.

283 MINES WERE IN 
OPERATION IN ALBERTA 
LAST YEAR 


THE OUTPUT OF COAL WAS 
CLOSE TO HALF MILLION TONS. 


John T. Stirling, chief inspector of 
mines in Alberta, in the course of 
an interview with the Calgary Herald 
last week gave some interesting sta- 
tistics regarding the output of coal in 
this province last year. 

The total coal production.in 1917, 
he said, was 4,863,414 tons, as com- 
pared with 4,648,604 tons the previous 
year. Ten years ago, he remarked, 
the figure was only 1,834,745 tons. Of 
the quantity produced last year 2,537,- 
829 tons were lignite, 3,206,868 tons 
bituminous, and 118,717 anthracitp. 
There were also 93,818 tons of briq- 
uettes and 31,630 tons of coke. 

The coal sold for consumption in 
Alberta, said Mr. Stirling, was 2,812,- 
179 tons, British Columbia took 76,397 
tons, Saskatchewan, 1,138,771 tons, 
Manitoba 249,872 tons, and the United 
States 93,081 tons. 

SPREAD OVER YEAR. 

The variations spread over last 

year are interesting. In January the 


output ‘was 614,974 tons;. February, 
459,408; March 467,454; April, 211,901; 
May 100, 165; June 104,779; July, 361,- 
481; August, 495,563; September, 467,- 
101; October, 555,653; November, 607,- 
531, and December, 517,204. 

Last year there were 283 mines in 
operation, and in December last there 
were 9,812 miners employed. 

In reply to a question as to what the 
prospective output might be this year, 
Mr. Stirling was not prepared to make 
any definite statement. He pointed, 
however, to the fact that the total 
figure given as last year’s output, 
namely 4,868,414 tons, did not repre- 
sent all the mines working full time. 
He considered that with more labor, 
better rail facilities and a wider mar- 
ket, that the November output of 607,- 
531 tons might very easily be main- 
tained, if not increased. 


WIDER MARKETS. 


With regard to wider markets the 
chief inspector spoke optimistically of 


much increased sales in Manitoba and! 


Saskatchewan, the former province 
especially. Last year two and a half 
million tons of American coal were 
shipped into these provinces, and he 
saw no reason why Alberta coal should 
not be exclusively used there. Gener- 
ally speaking Mr. Sterling is very 
decidedly of the opinion that the out- 
put this year will be very much larger 
than ever before. “That is certainly 
the infention of the operators,” he 
said, “and it will not be surprising if 
last year’s figures are greatly im- 
proved upon.” 


CORRESPONDENGE 


POULTRY AS A PAYING PROPOS- 
ITION. 


To the Editor of The News. 

Dear Sir—Now as Spring is ap- 
proaching all poultry fanciers are anxi- 
ous to get their pens mated in a proper 


‘| manner. 


It was quite observant at our annual 
Fair that Red Deer and district does 
not go in for exhibition poultry as the 
result of the prizes awarded at 1917 
exhibition will show. This is partly 
due to foreign poultrymen patronizing 
the Western Shows, these parties be- 
Ing old experienced exhibitors, thus 
making the would be amateur exhibi- 
tor, myself included, feel very dis- 
appointed in not receiving prizes for 
our birds, which we consider are 
Al birds. 

We must content ourselves, there- 
fore, in mating our pens so that we 
can produce the best laying birds 
possible. This necessitates the con- 
tinual study of the flock, and the pick- 
ing and marking of the heavy layers 
and marketing the non-layers. It is 
now quite time for us to pen these 
heavy layers with a good male bird 
heading the pen in order to produce 
good healthy strong and vigorous pul- 
lets. Of course, special attention 
should be given to the well-marked 
bird of an even color and good frame 
and get them as near an exhibition 
bird as possible so that besides hay- 
ing a heavy laying strain you have 
something creditable to look at also. 

For the past three years I have been 
breeding the R.C. Brown Leghorn, and 
although they are purebred birds I 
have every season one or two off-col- 
ored ones that would appear to be 


mongrels, which goes to show that] keeping a back-yard chicken ranch. 


every chick hatched is not an exhibi- 


and 


tion bird. My breeding pen _ this 
year will throw but very few exhibi- 
tion birds on account of the mating 
necessary to procure the desired color 
for male and female separately. 


In the Spring of 1917 I had-my hens 
coming off ‘about the last of April and 
the first week in May, and by Novem- 
ber the 8th, my Leghorns started 
laying and have never stopped. During 
January, from my flock of 30 hens, 8 
of which were purchased outside, and 
have just started laying this week, I 
got 291 eggs, and up to February the 
16th, this month 143. They consumed 
in that time $8.30 worth of feed. The 
eggs, valued at 50c per doz., brought 
$18.08, thus making me a clear profit 
for one month and a half of $9.78, 
which I consider is a very creditable 
showing, considering the little atten- 
tion they received. The large profit 
is due, I submit, to the leghorn, not 
being a very heavy eater, and of a 
vigorous nature, keeping herself warm 
by hard work in the scratching pen 
during the cold days we experience 
in Alberta in January and February. 
The assertion might be made, “the 
pen is warm.” In this respect I might 
just say that the water freezes in two 
hours so that the hens cannot take 
it, but on the very cold and damp 
days I dry the place out by means of 
a@ small fire lasting about 20 minutes, 
so that at no time of the year are my 
hens liable to dampness, and J main- 
tain no hen can retain her once 
healthy condition and produce eggs 
where frost is sticking to the walls. 

For the information of those who 
find difficulty in obtaining winter eggs 
and who would care to benefit by my 
limited experience I quote the follow- 
ing rations which I have fed 30 leg- 
horns on this winter: 


1 qt. of good wheat twice a day, 
morning and evening, in a litter of 
straw 8in.deep, litter changed weekly. 

1 qt. skim milk, 1 qt. water daily. 

1 pint fine cut meat and bone, odd 
scraps. 

Hopper feed of bran and chop. 

Plenty of grit and oyster shell. 

Cabbage and turnip every other day. 

This is a very simple feeding, and 
that which every householder can 
easily procure. 

Referring back to the mating and 
picking of our flock, I find my best 
laying, -most vigorous, and healthy 
birds are down on the floor working 
at day break, are never on the roost 
in the day time, and not until dark 
do they return to the perch. If this 
bird is watched through the day she 
is always working except when she 
forgets herself and lays her daily egg. 

I trust I have helped some who are 
contemplating going out of the poul- 
try business for the reason that “it 
does not pay on account of the high 
price of feed,” and would ask that 
some other poultry fancier write us 
his points on some other breed of poul- 
try,so that one can gain by the other's 
experience and help all in keeping 
down the High Cost of Living by 
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H. K. BYERS.

DISTRIBUTION. OF 
SEED GRAIN. 


The Government of Alberta pur- 
poses an Act at the present session 
of the legislature empowering the 
Municipalities and Local Improvement 
Districts throughout the Province to 
supply seed grain to famers in their 
Municipalities or Local Improvement 
Districts who have been hailed out, or 
whose grain crop has been killed by 
drought during the past year. The 
Government wil arrange to endorse 
these Municipalities and Local Im- 
provement Districts at some chartered 
bank to obtain the money at reason- 
able rates, the Municipality or Local 
Improvement District to receive the 
applications for seed grain and distri- 


bute the same, take the notes for It, - 


and make the collections when due. 
The difficulty in the past with the 
distribution of seed grain has been the 
cost of collection for the same over 
s0 wide an area as the entire Prov- 
ince of Alberta. With each Munici- 
pality or Local Improvement District 
having charge of this matter the sec- 
retary of this local unit will be in 
close touch with the farmer who re- 
ceives seed grain and can attend to 
both the distribution and the collection 
at a minimum cost. The Seed Grain 
Branch of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture has made purchases of 
seed grain throughout the Province of 
Alberta, and have this grain now 
stored in the Dominion elevator. 


The purchase and distribution of it 
is in charge of Mr. A. E. Wilson, of 
the Dominion Seed Branch, Regina, 
Sask. 
pality or Local Improvement Dis- 
trict as soon as he ascertains how 
much seed grain is required in his dis- 
trict will notify Mr. Wilson, and he 
will arrange for the delivery of the 
same. In the meantime, any Secre- 
tary of a Rural Municpality or a Local 
Improvement District who will write 
Mr. Wilson at Regina will get from 
him a circular giving the prices at 
which the Dominion Government will 
sell this seed grain, their proposition 
being to deliver it to the farmers as 
nearly as possible at cost.

grain to farmers whose crop has been 
so damaged during the year 1917 that 
they have not sufficient good seed to 
sow. It is important that farmers who 
require seed grain should communi- 
cate at once with the Secfetary of 
their Rural Municipality or Local Im- 
provement District, letting him know 
their wants and as soon as the Legis- 
lature resumes its session the necess- 
ary legislation will be introduced.

Capt. the Rev. C. W. G. Moore, form- 
erly rector of St. Luke’s, writes the 
following interesting letter to The 
News from the front: 


WITH THE NAVAL DIVISION 
IN 1917. 


During the cold days of last winter 
our fellows were busy at the game of 
making the soche hurry on his retire- 
ment. In fact, we saw him turn on his 
heels before another Division relieved 
us. Such spots as “Suicide corner,” 
would have no meaning for the new 
comers, but you know that names have 
& meaning out here. Now in Sir 
Douglas Haig’s annual report he men- 
tioned the work of the Naval Division 
at Gavrelle, it is permissible to en- 
large on that exploit. 

We got to the Arras region just after 


the successful push at Easter time. 
It was good to see what splendid pro- 
gress had been made. No longer 
could the Boche train his guns by 
using Arras Cathedral as a_ target. 
Moreover our gunners had a share in 


the “Vimy” show. It cheered them 
to see what the Canadians could 
tackle and triumph over. But the 


last week of April was our real ‘tester.’ 
for our division's job was to take the 
village of Gavrelle and keep our eye 
on Oppy wood. Our fellows took the 
village right enough, whilst it still re- 
mained a village, but there came at 
least nine counter attacks, so by the 
end there was not much village, but 
it was ours, and our line secure ahead 
of it. Two V.C.’3 and many other 
decorations were won by our battalion 
in those eventful days. 

It so happened that I struck across 


one of our advanced dressing stations 
on a day when things were lively, and 
our stretcher bearer squads were 


short of a bearer. No chance of get- 
ting an extra S.B. at once, so naturally 
I chipped in. The dressing station 
was in an old Boche gun pit. It over- 
looked Gavrelle, just a mile distant. 
The area is best described as un- 


healthy. There were several sights 
and sounds in addition to the shells 


to prove that. Anyway, our job was 
to get to the R.A.P. (Regimental Air 
Post), in Gayrelle village, just a mile 
forward. Our whole squad went on 
its own. Our first trip took us just 
to the outskirts of the village, for 
there, amongst the shell holes, we 
found a poor fellow with a smashed 
leg. Almost alongside him, on a 
stretcher another body, but coming 
down his life had ‘gone West.’ We 
got into the shell hole, bound up our 
comrade, and took him back. Another 
trip in the early morning took us to 
the R.A.P. It was in some cellars 
near the church, of which the spire 
was still standing. We each got our 
man, but the last squad stopped a 
shell, the rest of us made the journey 
unscathed. 

A Boche plane came down in flames 


not far away as we journeyed along. 
a cheering scene, for you cannot think 
deeply on these occasions if you are 
going to carry on. One less eye to 
the enemy is a_ pleasing fact, the 
thought of a sorrow stricken home 


may come to mind later. For several 
more days I shared the hospitality 
of that aid post. Gavrelle was a heap 
of ruins and debris by that time. One 
of our company commanders, wounded 
in those days, poet as well as warrior, 
contributed to ‘Punch’ later on, a 
poem known as ‘Zero Hour,’ which will 
live, for it expresses what many 
thought but could not utter, about 
those days. During the summer things 
quieted down in that area, in fact we 
look back upon our summer there as 
amongst our happiest recollections. 

Then we proceeded to the ever 
memorable Ypres area. Flanders 
| contrasts with France in many ways, 
even in the quality of the mud. 

It was ‘stiff’ with troops, guns, am- 
munition, transport, and all the varied 
devices and equipment of modern war- 
fare. 

There my own part took a different 
order to previous days. As_ senior 
Chaplain in a division, part of one’s 
job is to look up the work of the other 
padres and be somewhere central, so 
as to keep in touch with them. 

Well, one A.A. and Q.M.G. proposed 
to run two soup kitchens up forward, 
and he offered me the job. For sev- 
eral reasons I was glad to accept. 
Anyway it meant a fixed station, and 
some sort of abode, a consideration 
in that area. 

A few men and two N.C.O.'’s were 
appointed to carry on the job. Whilst 
the supply of food and material was 
maintained excellently. Also one of 
our other padres went with me. He 
had recently joined us from a country 
vicarage in Kent. An ample person, 
some fourteen stone in weight, cool as 
a cucumber, and a real cheery soul. 
It was a dreary journey up, by lorry 
and on foot. But we soon settled in, 
for our abode was a ‘pill box.’ One of 
those reinforced concrete strongholds 
captured from the Boche, which are 
about the only buildings in those 
regions, concrete floor, roof and walis 
of immense thicknéss, the roof being 
flat of course. Our P.B. was divided 
into two compartments, {t was a semi- 
basement, in other words, part below 
ground level and part above. It was 
situated at the side of a well-known 
road, and just at a point where two 
sets of duck board tracks up to the 
line met. Aross the road our dressing 
station had the other Pill Box, behind 
which we ran a kitchen for hot tea 
and coeoa. 


But such a country. Just a bare 
pock marked watery plain, the pock 
marks. being thousands of. shell holes, 
half filled with water. Nothing to 
relieve the landscape, no trees except 
a few of the type Barnsfather gives 
in his clever sketches. But of ‘the 
kitchens—the one further back was 
equipped like ours.. We had three 
Soyer stoves, one for the real soup, 
and another for the stock, and a third 
for boiling water. Thus we kept up 
a continuous supply day and night for 


a fortnight. At a low estimate an 
average of 1,500 basins a day. Across 
the road the cocoa and tea went as 
quickly as it could be supplied, for, 
mind you, there was no lack of appli- 
zants, though occasionally shells kept 
the road clear. But late at night mud 


caked figures from the trenches drop-, 


ped in, whilst in the early morning 
gunners, prisoners, and transport men 
eame along. To see a long line of 
horses and mules laden with shells 
come along in the grey dawn is strik- 
ing enough any time, but more so 
when you follow them going steadily 
ahead almost hidden by the smoke and 
apheaval caused by shells, and find 
the majority get through unscathed. 
The Boche gunners seemed fond of 


our road, for evidently our batteries 
annoyed him. So he plastered cer- 
tain spots with great regularity. One 
ahead of us, a8 a sample, was a bat- 


tory of the Royal Field Artillery. Their 
guns had a rough passage, till only 
two men remained, but they kept twc 
guns going, and got through. A ‘Pili 
Box’ seems to increase vibration, for 
what with our guns up to 8-in. banging 
away, and the Boche shells bursting 
around, your ears get a tough time 
Added to this, the ‘going up’ of an 
ammunition dump sixty yards away 
made the old place tremble a bit. At 
night gas shells provided variation 
The fellow on watch would cry out ar 
ularm, and on would go our box re. 
3pirators. My brother padre had 65 
big tussle with his one night before 
he got it on, and if the gas had blown 
yur way it would have spoiled the 
joke. However, the guards were talk. 
Ing outside, a habit they have afte: 
you all are safely boxed up in a res 
pirator. Ber 

By the way, we numbered nine ir 


our part of the P.B., while over a 
dozen stretcher bearers lived in the 
other part. Great fellows our S.B.'s 
lads from Lancashire mainly. Amongst 
other things they would discuss their 


chances: so-and-so is out for a V.C. or 
RAILP., they jokingly say. It may 
sound callous, but see them at their 
Job and you'll think differently. Two 
of our padres were killed one day 
We miss them much, but are proud 
of them. One went with his battalion 
‘over the top,’ as the phrase goes. It 
was in reality an advance through 
mud and slush from a line without 
trenches. He was kiMed whilst bind 
ing up the wounds of his soldier ser. 
vant. The other was stretcher bear- 
ing. Right forward near where they 
fell we buried their bodies, amongst 
their comrades whom they served so 
well, whilst a little further back, on 
the duck boards, three of our own S.B.s 
and five Boche, who were carrying 
down the wounded were killed by one 
shell. But I won't dwell on these 
scenes—sufficient is realized, though 
it was strange when one morning a 
young padre from another division 
had just passed our ‘pill box’ whilst 
the Gothas were hovering around. A 
bomb dropped near him, killing him 
instantly, without a mark of any 
wound on him. 

Stray dogs numerous. One 


little dog ‘blew in’ to our place one 
day. He was terrified of shell fire, 
and tried to dig a hole in the floor of 
the ‘pill box.’ Failing at this he just 


wormed his way behind our overcoats 
and cheered up a bit when he got 
hungry. - 

Now some fuse heads look very in- 
nocent, but don’t carry them about in 
your pocket now-a-days is my advice, 
for if you chance upon a mustard gas 
fuse head you'll remember it a few 
days later—plenty of blisters I can 
assure you. : 

You can understand that shaving 


and generally keeping clean is difficult 
up the line.’ However, you may get 
strafed" by ‘the powers that be’ if 
there’s a two days’ growth on your 


chin and you are actually going over 
the top. But I would claim excep- 
tions. On the last day’ of our fort- 
night’s sojourn one of our fellows—a 
splendid worker—had a real stubby 
growth. I put on the severe look. 
He said he would shave directly he 
got back. “Why not now, you have 
time,” said I. Then I noticed his 
nands shaking as if with ague. He 
had no safety razor, so I claimed him 
1s an exception. 

We finished the fortnight under live- 


ly conditions. A continuous §strafe 
from 6 a.m. till after midday, so our 
relief did not arrive till the afternoon. 


On that Canada added to her laurels, 
for it was the day when the Canadians 
took Passchendaele Village. Today I 
note some of the great exploits of your 
latest V.C.’s, possibly that very morn- 
ing those deeds were done. 


Amongst other exploits one of our 
young officers, with half a platoon, 
captured a ‘pill box’ and took the 
occupants prisoners without losing a 
man. 

I've drawn this account 
already. 


Much as everyone yearns for a fin- 
ish to this great war, yet until there 
is a real guarantee that the Prussian 
spirit of ‘blood and fire’ rule is sup- 
pressed, there can be no security for 
a lasting peace. This concerns the 
whole human race.

If we confine ourselves 
to that limit in this moment of 
strained attention before the German 
offensive or group of offensives is 
‘aunched, we shall do all that sound 
criticism permits.”

CANADA'S ARMY IS NOW 
IN GREAT FIGHTING 
FORM ON WEST FRONT 


Canadian Army Headquarters Over- 
seas, FeFb. 13.—(The Canadian Over- 
seas correspondent)).—After three 
and a half years of war Canada and 
the world is to march on to victory 
stronger than ever before. The 
Dominion’s fighting strength, both in 
men and n guns, is constantly in- 
creasing. | 

During the Passchendaele opera- 
tions new forces of artillery came 
from the Dominion to France, and 
while not actively engaged in desper- 
ate fighting last October and Novem- 
ber, long ago took their place in the 
line, where they are now acquitting 
themselves splendidly. The Dominion 
is entering upon the spring campaign 
stronger in men, material, and guns 
than at any time since the mobilization 
at Valcartier marked the creation of 
the historic first division, and is hold- 
ing a larger front than ever before. 
It is impossible yet to give any details 
of the increase in forces, but one 
effeet is to materially strengthen the 


the only outstanding feature of the 
past four days being the capture of a 
German prisoner, who, losing his way, 
blundered into one of our working 
parties. He was captured only after 
‘a rifle duel, in which he was slightly 
wounded. 

The capture proved to be valuable, 
not only for purposes of identification, 
but because the prisoner confirms our 
impression of the accuracy of our 
nightly artillery and machine gun fire. 
He says that the harrassing bombard- 
ment which had been directed at the 
German lines has inflicted many casu- 
alties and has upset his communica- 
tions and movements as well.

TYRANNY IN-RUSSIA 


Mad republicanism may be just as 
tyrannical as Czarism. The former 
Government of. Russia was unjust and 
clumsy, but in comparison with the 


Bolsheviki administration it was clem- 
ent and efficient. In practice, the Bol- 
shevik is just as dependent upon force 
as the Czar was. In-the abolition of 
law he makes justice impossible. No 
one in Petrograd has rights today. 
There is no distinction between honest 
men and thieves. Murderers may be 
members of a Soviet. Property is 
practically abolished. The city -has 
become a burglars’ heaven—until the 
burglars discover that there is no 
security in ‘their plunder. Petrograd 
and Moscow have reverted to the 
social order of the stone age, when the 
strongest man was the only property 
holder. 

The Bolsheviki have an unending 
quarrel with the bourgeoisie. In their 
opinion no “middle-class” person: is 
worthy of the least consideration. The 
Ukrainian representative assembly 
appointed delegates to the Brest-Lit- 
ovsk peace conference. The Trotzky- 
Lenine government refused to recog- 
nise-these men, and replaced them, 
with a number of Ukrainian Soviet 
members——in all probability wholly 
incompetent, solely because the offi- 
cial delegates were from the socalled 
middle classes. It has been enacted 
in Petrograd that no family may occu- 
py more than four rooms. Surely this 
is as much a tyranny as the Cxar’s 
edict that a revolutionist should live 
in one room—in a fortress, or in Siber- 
ia. Indeed the advantage was with 
the Czar, since the revolutionist was 
often a criminal and a public danger. 

If property is not inviolable, if the 
government is not concerned to main- 
tain the rights of ownership, and the 
sanctity of human life, then the only 
result can be chaos, starvation, and 
homicide. Since ordered government 
began on the earth it has been recog- 
nized that the “middle classes” should 
have a stabilizing role in every free 
nation. This must be so even when 
earners secure the increasing govern- 
mental authority to which they are 
surely entitled. It must be especially

illiterate. Because of the peculiar 
hatred of the Russian peasants and 
workmen towards the bourgeoisie it 
seems Clear that the day of true liber- 
ty is still afar off. The people are 
in far worse condition than if Ger- 
many had conquered the~country and 
established the brutal Kultur of milit- 
arism throughout the Provinces.

*"> FEWER CIVIL SERVICE ~ 
GLERKS WILL BE 
REQUIRED 


UNDER THE OPERATION OF NEW 
ORDER JUST PUT INTO FORCE 


From 30,000 to 40,000 Are Affected By 
New Regulations Governing Appoint: 
ments.”. - 


Ottawa, Feb. 13—From 30,000 to 
40,000 clerks are affected by the new 
regulations governing appointments 
to the civil service. Hitherto many 
departments have engaged their tem- 
porary clerks without reference to the 
commission, more especially the new 
branches which have been created to 
deal with business arising out of the 
war; but in future, the militia and 
financial departments’ clearical staffs. 
the military hospitals commission, the 
Canada food board, and the new 
soldiérs’ settlement board, and _ all 
other branches, must obtain their 
clerks from the same central employ- 
ment bureau. 

In the case of professioual and tech- 
nical positions, the commission will 
advertise as a general rule, but if 
competition is considered impractic- 
able, it will rest with the commission, 
not with the department, to decide 
this point and to exempt the position. 
Inasmuch as positions, both in the 
inside and outside services, rests with 
the commissjon under .the -new regu- 
lations this, it is stated, will eliminate 
political prqassure in connection with 
the advancement of public officials 
now in the service. Immediately 
upon passing of the order-in-council 
by which all patronage is eliminated: 
from appointments, the civil service 
commission proceeded to avail itself 
of the new powers that have been 
vested in it. The chairman of the 


commission today addressed a letter | 


to each deputy minister calling at- 
tention to the order in council and 
asking for the co-operation of heads- 
of departments in giving effect to the 
provisions. It is noted that some diffi- 
culty may be experienced at first in 
meeting the needs of the departments 
promptly as they arise, but it is hoped 
thatias a better class of clerks is furn- 
ished, the need for extra assistance 
will-gradually be decreased. 

“When the incentive to distribute 
patronage is removed,” the letter con- 
tinués, “it will be found that fewer 
clerks are required to carry on the 
work of the department.” 


WEST ON EVE OF 
ABIG BOOM

The West is on the eve of a period 
of marked industrial development. 


The whole country from the Great 
Lakes to the Pacific is, as it were, 
tugging at the leash, impatient - to 
launch forth in- enterprises before 
which there is an‘assured and pro- 
fitable future. ‘Moreover the western 
public today is possessed of a confi-

the road of earnest endeavor. 

Recalling to mind the huge national 
obligations which are, through the 
war, being piled up, and the heavy 
taxation they imply, some may ask 
how can the foregoing be true. If in- 
terest is high, as it is bound to be, 
where will the money for new enter- 
prises come from? “Will not,” they 
say, “the uncertainty of conditions in- 
duce’ financial and: industrial ‘timid- 
ity?” 

In the West it will not produce this. 
effect to such an extent, as some peo- 
ple think, because the war has given. 
this part of the Dominion an outlook 
such as it did not possess five. years 
ago. The war has converted this coun- 
try, which in 1913 was in straitened 
circumstances. It has given the west 
an abundance of ready cash. High 
prices, by enabling the people to pay 
off old obligations, have further en- 
abled them practically to start’ all 
over. again, with all the confidence 
that results through the _ successful 
surmounting of obstacles. 

The West knows full well that $2.20 

wheat would not last long after the 
signing of peace terms; but it also 
knows that the depletion of food sup- 
plies will, for some time, keep grain 
prices relatively high. It knows also 
that the world is short millions of 
cattle, horses, and swine which can- 
not be replaced for several years. It 
furthermore knows that, aside from 
the abnormal demands created by the 
war, it is alongside the relatively 
most profitable body of consumers 
to be found in the world. 
; In the West confidence is strong be- 
cause,,af the realization that it poss- 
esses millions of acreas of the most 
fertile land that has not yet been un- 
covered by the plow. It realizes also 
that its cultivated lands are very 
cheap, when compares with values in 
the Western States. It is convinced 
that within a very short time there 
will be another huge rush of immi- 
gration from the United States. 

No wonder then that the West is 
confident; that it is tugging at the 
leash eager to engage in the work 
ahead. This is the Caanan of Canada 
and its people realise that they are 
in on the ground floor, with all that 
this implies.

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AMERICAN DEAD FROM 


TUSCANIA DISASTER 267. 


Washington, Feb. 13.—With 164 
American soldiers of the Tuscania 
known to be dead and buried on the 
Scottish coast, an unofficial estimate 
today places the total loss of Ameri- 
can troops at 267. After eliminating 
from the passenger list the names of 
the survivors and the identified dead, 
and accounting for 33 unidentified 
dead, 136 soldiers still are not ac- 
counted for, and it is believed that 
they are lost. 

Praise for efficient co-operation by 
the British war office in the rescue of 
the survivors of the Tuscania is given 
by General Pershing in a cablegram 
received today by the war department. 
The Y.M.C.A. and the Red Cross are 
cited for valuable assistance.
